How did we get the idea of start- 
ing an audiovisual workshop here 
at Ibaialde?, actually, I don't 
know, maybe it all began last year 
when Juantxo encouraged a group 
of teachers in the English Depart- 
ment to collaborate with him, so 
we planned some activities with 
students and then we recorded 
them. 

We realised we had fantastic ma- 
terial to be used in class. And be- 
sides that, we had students ready 
to work from almost all levels in 
the school, some collaborating to 
record, others to present, others 
to... well, the list of possible tasks 
is endless. 

At the beginning of this year 
Juantxo informed us he was leav- 
ing the school, he had joined the 
CAP (a Center created to provide 
help to all those teachers working 
on different projects at their 
schools). We accepted the chal- 
lenge to continue on our own as 
soon as he promised to be always 
available. Besides that we got 
some material to add to the cam- 
era, video-recorder, mikes,... we 
had got last year. 

Soon we realised it was a waste of 
money to have all the material 
locked in a room when there 
would be many students willing to 
leam how to use it so, at the be- 
ginning of the course, Javier Baile 
planned to organise an Audio- 
visual Workshop which would 
work regularly once a week. He 
prepared a poster inviting people 
to join it and soon he had a group 
of pupils from 3 rd and 4* ESO.

The workshop started to work one 
Tuesday afternoon, from 16.30 to 
18.00, in a small class provided 
by the staff of the school. Soon 
they managed to increase the ma- 
terial with a computer, a video 
device which permits writing cap- 
tions (very helpful to prepare our 
own Karaokes), another camera, 
... We decorated the classroom 
and, with regular visits from 
Juantxo, we began to leam how to 
operate those machines. 
Since then the Audiovisual work- 
shop has produced different vid- 
eos: a) Ibaialde's Christmas 
Carol's contest: recorded on De- 
cember 1 8 and with more than 30 
copies.b) VI English Literary 
Award Party with more than 50 
copies. c)We have also helped in 
the video Making Friends which 
resumed the school's exchange 
with Germany, More than a 100 
copies of this video have already 
been distributed.

Maybe the recording of the first 
two (Christmas... and Literary..) 
have provided us with the best mo- 
ments: working with two cameras 
at the same time, mixing audio and 
video, decorating, interviewing 
people, choosing music, ... and 
recording live was an unforgetable 
experience for everybody. 
To finish the activity we have a 
three-day-trip to Madrid, there we 
will attend live programmes on 
tv (Lo + plus) and radio

Ibaialde is participating in an EU programme in collaboration with two 
European Schools in Italy and Germany 



Ibaialde's News: What is 
COMENIUS? 

Manolo Carcar: It's an European 
project sponsored by the EU. 
Schools from three different coun- 
tries take part in it. 
Sagrario Ruiz: In our case there 
is a school in Germany (Hallen) 
and another in Italy (Molla di 
Bari), and we are the third. 
IN 'Mow didyou start this project? 
M.: COMENIUS was presented in 
Pamplona to several schools, here 
at IBAIALDE Juan Carlos Mugica 
loved the idea and convinced other 
teachers to work. We elaborated a 
project and the EU agency SOC- 
RATES chose the two schools 
which suited best our project. 
IN: What 's the project about? 
S: It's a three year project, and this 
is our second year. In our project 
we are investigating everyday life 
in three towns in Italy, Germany 
and Spain in the XVI and XVII 
centuries . At present we are study- 
ing sorcery then. The idea is to pre- 
pare a unit to be used at school by 
our students and many more. 
M: As the project is related to 
many many aspects there are teach- 
ers from different departments: 
History (Felix Imizcoz), Literature 
(Sagrario), Photography (Inaki 
Ustarroz), Music (Juan Carlos 
Mugica) and old and modern lan- 
guages (Oscar Gilarrondo and me). 
IN: And the students ? 
S: They participate in different 
ways. Last year many visited the 
exposition we prepared about eve- 
ryday life in three towns in these 
countries, 

M: This year students from 3 rd 
BUP and COU are collaborating 
with the teachers. We meet on 
Monday afternoons. We are col- 
lecting information about sorcery

in those centuries. We also had 
some excursions, to Arteta (vid. 
photos) or Zugarramurdi. 
S: Some students who have regu- 
lar contacts with their colleagues 
through INTERNET. And the 
teachers have also visited those 
schools, Felix and Oscar went to 
Germany, and Manolo and I trav- 
elled to Italy. 
M: It's very interesting because it 



contributes to open relations 
among schools with letters, e- 
mails,... and also promotes in our 
pupils the method of investigation 
and the interest for other languages 
and countries. 

IN: Thanks Sagrario and Manolo, 
and good luck with your work.

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My Journey to Thailand 

This summer I went to Bangkok with my family. It was very hot, but 
you couldn't see the sea because the contamination was very high. 
We visited The Great Palace, where the budists live. It is very spectacu- 
lar. I really liked it because it is beautiful and the paint is marvellous. 
Normally the combination of colours are green, red and a lot of gold. All 
the roofs and statues are very pointed with a malignant face. 
In this palace they have some very strict rules: you can't show your legs 
and they force the girls to put on a long, long skirt and some colourful 
trousers for the boys. 

The second rule is you can't take photos in the temple, and if you do it, 
they take the film and destroy every photo you have made.

In June a group of 27 students (2 1 

girls and 6 boys) from 2nd and 3rd 
ESO travelled to Germany. We 
went there from the 14 th of June to 
the 26 th . The town's name is 
Hungen and it is situated 50 kms. 
north of Frankfort. There are two 
lakes: a big one and a small one, 
an old castle, some restaurants, 
pubs, supermarkets, ... and a train 
which crosses the town very 
frecuently during the day and at 
night. 

The town has indoor and outdoor 
sports facilities, so you can prac- 
tise all kind of sports, unfortu- 
nately the weather was very bad.

In 
class they study the same things 
we do, but in English they study 
books of history or things like this.

M: We are with Mr.lngolf Hoefer 
The Headmaster ofGesamtshulen. 
What do you think about this High 
School? 

Mr.H,: Our school is rather big, 
we have pupils from 11 to 20 
years, it is a school of about 1 100 
pupils and I think in our school 
education we have some especial 
points of interest and these points 
are Solidarity and Friendship be- 
tween people in the world, there- 
fore, we are very glad to have a 
lot of international contacts, it is 
important for our school. 
B: How long have you been the 
Principal of this High School? 
Mr. H.: I have worked in the 
school since 1 983 but I have been 
the Principal of this High School 
for about 3 years. 
M: What do you think about these 
exchanges? 

Mr. H.: I think it is a very good 
thing because students of differ- 
ent countries learn a lot about their 
neighbours and about the condi- 
tions of life in the other country, 
and I think this knowledge about 
other people is a very important 
thing for spiritual development, 
and it is a very important thing to 
prevent wars everywhere. If peo- 
ple knew better one another, there 
would be much more peace in the 
world. 

B: Have you done any other ex- 
changes? 

Mr. H.: Yes, we have exchanges 
with two French schools, one near 
Lyon and the other one in Lyon. 
One is for younger pupils and the 
second for advanced students. We 
have exchanges with two Ameri- 
can High Schools in Buffalo and 
Colorado. We have contacts with 
a school in Mozambique but it is 
not a students' exchange because 
the journey is too long and too ex- 
pensive but we have very good re- 
lations and sometimes delegations 



visit us. 

When we have exchanges we 
have also the interest of the devel- 
oping knowledge of the other lan- 
guage and I think it is a pity that 
up to now we don't have many 
pupils who learn Spanish. I think 
it might incite pupils to leam 
Spanish once they have seen you. 
We have one exchange we can not 
work with the language, it is in 
Romania but the language is Hun- 
garian. (...) Espanol es muyfdcil 
en comparacion. 
M: What are the good things for 
your school with this exchange? 
Mr. H.: Just the hope to meet 
other people, to know something 
about you, to know conditions in 
other country. Students are even 
more interested in their own coun- 
try when they compare it with 
other life conditions. 
B: What do you think about Span- 
ish people? 

Mr. H.:I must say I like very 
much to go to Spain, since 1968 
I've often been to Spain. It is a 
beautiful country, first I think peo- 
ple are very agreeable but many 
times there are problems of lan- 
guage in Spain with regional lan- 
guages. It is a small problem be- 
cause when we learn something 
it is always Castellano, when we 
go to Catalonia it is already a lit- 
tle problem to understand or to ex- 
press ourselves. You don't always 
speak Castellano. Where you are, 
do you speak Basque?... I think 
Basque is very difficult for stran- 
gers. 

M: What differences do you see 
between Spanish and German 
people? 

Mr. H.:It is difficult to generalize 
because we are told the Germans 
are very well organised, often peo- 
ple say that the Southern countries 
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are less organised, less conscious. 
I can tell you something that Mr 
Hausotter told me yesterday. He 
said that Spanish are noisier than 
Germans. In the bus it was very 
noisy, maybe it is a difference, 
maybe you are more explosive. 
B: Do you want to do another ex- 
change with Spain? 
Mr. H.: I would like very much to 
continue, and I think If this first 
exchange works well we shall 
continue. It is always the first one 
which is very important, if you and 
your partners are convinced to be 
able to continue, it'll continue. 
M: What do you think about 
Spain ? 

Mr, H,: There is something of the 
Historical aspect in Spain which 
is very appreciated. When I first 
went to Spain it was still Spain 
under Franco and I think the po- 
litical development towards de- 
mocracy in Spain is a very good 
example for quite a lot of people. 
When there was a military attempt 
(February 23, 1981), I think it was 
very good that your King de- 
fended democracy. The develop- 
ment of democracy in Spain is 
something fantastic.

- Has Navarra got a wide 
variety of species? 

Yes, I think Navarra has a wide 
range of fungi in its region 
because there are 1,800 species. 
Navarra is a wet, humid region 
and there are many types of 
forests. Due to this there is a huge 
variety of fungi in the North and 
South. 




appreciated here? 

There are a growing number of 
people, perhaps too many, who 
are fond of fungi. People earn a 
lot of money collecting fungi. 
The administrative authorities 
have realised that this is an 
interesting part of cultural 
heritage and because of this a 
study is being conducted into 
the economic value of exploiting 
fungi in Navarra. 

- This year you have produced 
the second exhibition of fungi 
and we have been really 
interested in it. Many pupils 
were surprised because of 
their colour, texture and even 
their horrible smell. What is 
the aim of it? 

We have done this experiment 
for only two years and we 
started without a clear idea 
whether this project could be 
interesting for the pupils and we 
tried it out as a pupil had 
suggested it . This year the 
exhibition was a success and we 
shall defmetely repeat the course 
again as it was a hit because 
many people from different 
schools and groups came to see 
the mushrooms. The aim of this 
experiment is that the pupils are 
interested, enjoy, participate and 
come and see the exhibition.

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On the 19 of May of 2003, the 

students of 1°B and 1°C of E.S.O 

made an excursion to the spring of 

Arteta, and when we were there we 

also visited the water-treatment 

plant of Eguillor and the mountain 

range of el Perdon. The students of 

1°A went to the same place on May 

the 20. 



At nine in the morning the 
bus left the institute and 
minutes later it arrived at 
the spring of Arteta. When 
we arrived there there were 
two monitors waiting for us. 
They divided us in two 
groups, those of class B in 
one and those of class C in 
another one. 



First they took us to see the place 
where the spring is born, it flows 
from the ground where it forms 
some caves and they explained to us 
that the rain water filters within the 
mountain, gets through permeable 
rocks and finally appears on the 
ground in those caves. In order to 
see it it was necessary to cross a 
bridge, and some of us had a bit of 
vertigo. 

When we finished the visit we sat 
on some rocky stairs to fill up an 
exercise-card with all the things we 
had seen. Soon they took us to a 
cabin in which we saw a video 
about the supplying of water and its 



use. We saw all the process of 
the filtering of the water. 

Later we had lunch and we 
went to the water-treatment 
plant of Eguillor. There in both 
groups before they were 
teaching the process to us of 
purification of the water before 
its use. 

That water came from the 
spring of Arteta. First they 
showed us a scale model of the 
building, soon they also 
showed us in a patio how they 
were clearing the polluted 
water in some swimming big pools. 
We saw different channels and how 
they were removing all the dirt.

In September 1936, Adolph Hitler, the dictator of Germany, 
attacked Poland in order to create a German empire around the 
world. That started the worst war of all times: the II World War. 



family in Warsaw. Her father, Karol was a soldier of the army of 
Poland. He was a pilot. Her mother, Anna was a housewife. Elzbieta 
also had a brother and a sister, Boris and Mary. 

At 3 am of 1st September the phone rang. Elzbieta's father got up 
and picked the phone up. A few minutes later he went out without 
saying a word. His wife and children didn't understand anything 
until 9 o'clock when they heard the news on the radio: "Germany 
has invaded Poland. UK and France, allied against Nazis. The 
Second World War has started" 

At midday the Government proclaimed the general mobilization 
because the situation was really bad. Every man over 16 had to join 
the army, and Boris was 17. He went to the barracks without 
resistance because he wanted to defend his mother country. He said 
farewell to his family for the last time because he was not going to 
see them again. The war where he was going was. . . a massacre. 

Over the next few days, Elzbieta, her mum and her sister got up with 
the noise of the bombs that the Germans were throwing. The 
beautiful city of Warsaw became a mess. They thought that things 
couldn't get worst until they heard a radio programme talking about 
people who died in the battlefield. While they were listening to an 
enormous list of anonymous dead people, Elzbieta and the others 
were praying. They didn't want to hear the two known names. But 
God couldn't do anything to solve an irreparable thing and after 
some horrible minutes our poor women heard: ...Karol Mijahilov, 
Boris Mijahilov... 

They were still crying when the German conquered the capital city. 
Poland had been annexed. Soldiers went from home to home taking 
citizens as prisoners. And Mijahilov family wasn't an exception. 
They were taken to the dark prison of Warsaw. That place had been 
built in order to keep criminals in there. . . but now innocent children, 
women and men were living in it in horrible condition. Bad food, 
drink and hygiene made that place the paradise of viruses like tifus, 
tuberculosis, flu and so on. And all that adding the bad health care 
system made a terrible cocktail. Lots of people died, not because of 
bombs or guns, due to diseases. And Elzbieta's mother couldn't 
resist it and died in the cold winter of 1939-1940. Elzbieta and her 
sister Mary were alone and orphaned. But things got worse in June 
1940 when Elzbieta had to go to Auschlitz and Mary to 
Mauthausen. Both of them were going to hell. ..and alone.

Elzbieta was 13 years old when it all started. She lived with her

When Elzbieta arrived she saw that all was like a big jail with four 
concentration camps. She was young and non- Jewish so Germans 
destined her to the camp 3 . In it prisoners had to work in a munition 
factory in long working timetables almost from sunrise to sunset. 
Security was very poor so lots of people died or lost their arms 
because of explosions. But she also was lucky because in other 
camps the German SS did tests with prisoners or in Birkenau camp, 
Nazis killed thousands and thousands of Jewish people in gas 
chambers. 

Prisoners lived in deplorable situation. Like in Warsaw, they were 
badly fed and the hygiene didn't exist. But Elzbieta was strong so, 
luckily she resisted. But she wasn't happy. Soldiers violated women 
and she also beared it. Her before-war young appearance 
disappeared and she looked like a 60 years old woman when she 
was only 14. It was her first birthday in the camp and it wasn't the 
last one. But then a sunray appeared in her live. 

In March 1941, she met a boy. He was also 14 and his name was 
Pierre and he got orphan in the French occupation. They had the 
same hobbies and preferences and because of it they became good 
friends. When they were together, time flew. They played together 
and made plansabout what to do when the war had finished. 
Elzbieta wanted to meet her sister Mary again, have a family and 
travel around the world. Pierre wanted to go back to France and get 
married and have his own company, same as his late father. "But 
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when will the war finish? We haven't got any information about the 
war": said Elzbieta one summer night of 1941. "You are wrong": 
answered Pierre. And they fell asleep. 

Next day, Elzbieta was thinking about his friend's words. What did 
he mean? Then Pierre appeared again and he said to have an 
appointment at midnight. She was very intrigued when she arrived 
to the appointment. Then Pierre arrived with a bag. "You said you 
wanted to know how the war is going, didn't you? This will be 
useful": he said while he took a radio from the bag. The young girl 
got very happy. Now she could know how the allied were. Then 
they turned it on and searched for a radio station. And they found an 
interesting program. It was from England, the BBC and it was in 
many different languages like French or Polish. It said news like: 
"Germans have invaded Riga. Japanese have conquered Indochina. 
USA joins to the allied" It wasn't very good news but they didn't 
lose their hopes so their continued listening to the radio programme 
every night. 

Time passed slowly. The war was being longer than expected. But 
thanks to the radio Pierre and Elzbieta had notice of all things that 
happened: the expansion of Germany, the counterattack of the 
URSS, the advance of USA, the war in Africa, the war in The 
Balkans, the attack on Italy and the capture of Mussolini, the D 
day. . . The war was getting better but in the camp things continued as 
always. Lots of people known by Elzbieta had died and lots of 
Jewish were being killed. But Elzbieta continued growing and a 
very special day arrived: her 18th birthday in December 1944. 

That night as usual they went to listen to the radio programme. Then 
Pierre said to her:"Oh, today's your birthday! Did you think I forgot 
it? Not at all. I have here your present" And he gave her a kiss and 
said to her: "I love you". "Me too" answered Elzbieta. But then 
something terrible happened. A soldier arrived there and saw them 
kissing and listening to a program of the enemy and due to it he 
arrested them. After a quick trial, they were condemned to 
execution. The shooting would be 27th January 1 945 . 

The time before the fatal time was endless. They were very sad. 
They would not fulfil their dreams, but they were together. And the 
execution day arrived. Our poor couple were really nervous. Then 
the soldiers arrived and the colonel put in a side and said the known 
words: loading...- Elzbieta and Pierre were praying to God-. ..take 
aim...- they grabbed together-. .fi... And a shot sounded... but it 
hadn't shot! Everybody was surprised and looked around. Then 
more shots and explosions could be heard when a soldier came and 
shouted: "The Soviets are attacking us!" Germans resisted fiercely 
but the Soviets won. Auschlitz had been liberated and Pierre and 
Elzbieta were saved. 



Anywhere in Germany, spring 1945 

The young couple were taken to a soviet refugee camp. They stayed 
there until 8th May 1945 when Germany surrendered after Hitler's 
suicide. Then Elzbieta went to Mauthausen to look for her sister. 
When Pierre and Elzbieta were farewelling, he said to her: "Do you 
remember our dreams? Why don't we fulfil them together?" he said 
taking his mother's ring:" Do you want to marry me?". "Of course" 
she said before kissing him.

After that beautiful event, all went well. They met Elzbieta's sister 
and married in France. Pierre founded his own company and earned 
lots of money. They got married and travelled a lot. And six years 
after the end of the war they had their first son. Then Elzbieta said: 
"Now we have fulfilled all our dreams. I hope we don't have to do it 
again in a war"

When she talks, she speaks slowly, emphasizing each word 
like if it was the first. At the moment, her white thick hair covers 
up her right eye and her mouth is totally closed. The years have 
passed, one after the other, and she isn't the same person as she 
used to be before. Now all her face is full of wrinkles and her big 
eyes have changed into very small ones, they aren't as 
expressive and emotional as they used to be when she was a 
twenty- year- old girl. Unfortunately, Sarah isn't smiling. In 
fact, she is bored and sad. 

I met her when I was eighteen, I was a teacher and you know, in 
the 60s, there were a lot of teachers who worked in villages, 
teaching only a group of about fifteen students of all ages and 
sexes. I was one of those teachers. I had studied a lot in 
Pamplona and when my boss told me that I had to go to 
Ochagavia to live and to teach some children there, I got really 
happy. Well, to be honest, I thought it was going to be amusing, 
changing all my life's way and meeting new people. But, 
actually, I also thought that, at the same time, it was going to be 
really hard. My father used to say: "People from villages are 
always narrow- minded, they never accept new people, 
especially if they come from foreign countries" . He had lived in 
the capital since he was born and in my opinion, the most 
narrow-minded person was him, he had never met a person 
from a village and he was always saying things he didn't know 
anything about. 

However, I must say that, at the beginning, it was strange for 
me. I arrived in Ochagavia on November 12th, 1952 on a sad 
cold snowy day. The bus left and there was nobody there to help 
me with my luggage. The snow was falling and I was a bit tired. 
Immediately, a girl who had come in the bus behind me came 
and asked me who I was. " What a scoundrel girl!" - 1 thought. 
Soon, I realised that she was a fantastic lass. 

She was about twenty years old and she looked like an angel to 
me. She was extremely kind and she helped me a lot those first 
days when I didn't know anything about the village. We became 
very close friends and we spent some unforgettable moments 
together. When I used to have problems with my pupils, she was 
always there to give me all her support. I knew everything about 
her and she knew everything about me. She gave me advice a lot 
of times; she was a confident and cheerful person. Her wavy fair 
hair and her beautiful big blue eyes were full of happiness. She 
was slim and she used to wear long skirts. I would like to 
continue describing her for ages but the most important thing is 
the friendship we shared. 

Carelessly, one day, one of my pupils' father came to school and 
shouted that I wasn't a good influence for the children. He had 
seen me a lot of times with Sarah and he thought we were going 
out together. The worst thing about all this was that I had lost my 
authority with the children. After then, they were all day long 
following the example of that stupid father and shouting at me. I 
wasn't able to continue teaching them so I left. I just left, without 
saying a word to anybody. If I had been brave enough, I would 
have gone to say goodbye to my friends but I couldn't. I packed 
all my things and, very early in the morning, I came back to 
Pamplona. I even didn't say goodbye to Sarah, although she was 
the person I loved the most. On the one hand, I knew that she 
was going to be angry if I left without telling her something but 
on the other hand, I also knew she would have convinced me to 
stay and I was completely sure of my departure. 
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Nowadays, I can't believe how stupid I was. If I were in that 
situation again, I would stay there and be stronger. Or, at least, I 
would have talked to Sarah for the last time. I have lived more 
than fifty years without knowing anything about her. Happily, 
two years ago, I received a letter from her. It just said: "I would 
like to seeyou again. Please come" . 

I must admit that although I am an over-sensitive person, I 
haven't been brave enough to come to Ochagavia until today; I 
was a bit afraid of how Sarah would receive me. Maybe she 
would be angry. . . But finally, I have come, and it has been a real 
disaster! 

Sarah isn't full of happiness like she was. She isn't as cheerful as 
she was; she isn't the person I met for the first time fifty-four 
years ago. Time has killed her. Yes, time is an assassin. She is 
alive but she doesn't live. Please, listen to me, you, you, the 
person who is reading this story. Pay attention! And repeat after 
me:Live\ Again and louder: Live! 

There is only one thing in our world which is important and it is 
the easiest one, to live. Don't let the time win the fight. It will try 
to turn you into a sad and worried person. Never make a bow to 
an assassin like Sarah has done. Life is in pink colour! Don't put 
dark glasses on your eyes and fight for love !

When I came back to call her, I glanced on people's faces. 
Everybody showed repugnance and discomfort. I found it normal 
and I thought about throwing her out but my professionalism 
overcame and I let her get in. 

At the beginning I showed myself distant to her. I wasn't 
comfortable. Then, I asked her for the symptoms. Strong cough, 
blood in the throat, high temperature, chills. . . It was tuberculosis, 
clearly.

When I heard that, I stared at her. She started describing her job. 
Angela worked in a mine with no light, no security measures, in 
working days of 14 hours long. In the mine there are just children^ 
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and women. Men are only needed for pulling carts. 2 or 3 people 
die every week but there's always somebody waiting for the post 
and everything else for a miserable salary. That description 
impressed me. I needed to see it with my own eyes. 






After telling her the matter and promising her medicines 
free (I was so grateful to her), I closed the clinic. In a few moments 
I reached the industrial area. The air was completely polluted and 
made you cough if it was the first time there. Everything was black 
due to the smoke. A siren blew. Lots of people appeared: Thin 



children with no muscles, spiritless men, females of 20 that 
looked like they were 50, lots of injured people. . . I had to escape. 

This made me think for hours. I was horrified. Why don't 
we take care of people that are the engine of this country? This is 
inhuman. We must fight for our rights. A mature society must be 
equal and with social insurance for everybody.

I think that we are the last generation a little bit more free, because 
today all the children are so much controlled. But we benefit of the 
technology and the latest electronic objects in the market too. Today 
the biggest problem that I see it is that we are becoming a new 
generation which depends too much on the electricity, on 
technology and maybe, a few generations later the technology 
might control us, and it can make us robots at the service of it. 

We must start fighting to establish the line between the technology 
controlled by humans and the humans controlled by the technology. 
We must make really strict rules and laws for not to cross that line. I 
think that it is very difficult to draw the line because it is very 
tempting the comforts that the new things offer us. They make our 
lives easier but also they make the proverb true: The more you have, 
the more you want; In our hand is to put an end to this dynamic. 

I think the biggest thing that make the old generations do not 
understand anything today is the incredible speed that this world 
has. I can remember that fifteen years ago I saw the first mobile, and 
in this period we have passed from a huge mobile phone to tiny 
mobiles, small computers, thin screens, a small hard disk where you 
can keep the information of three computers. It is something that it 
is so difficult to understand, even for us, so, how my grandfather 
who is eighty six years old can understand that an image of the 
reality can appear in a computer, or in an mp4, it is something 
incredible. They do not understand either how we can have fun 
playing with the "play station", or playing PC games. 

We are starting the world of the technology where the things are old 
the next day that they are presented. 

A curious thing is that all of us were born with the chip of the 
technology, we learnt how to use it so fast and the next generation is 
learning earlier than us. You see ! My generation had a mobile phone 
more or less at 1 3, in my case at 1 5, but today parents give their kids 
a mobile phone when they are 10, and the same is with the mp3 
players.

After 20 years of fighting, when they were 
dying of hunger, Numancia's people decided 
to yield tothe Romans. Before that, they burnt 
their village and some of them committed 
suicide before doing it because they didn't 
want to serve the Romans. 

That was the history of the place we were going to 
visit with M a Jose Zarranz Ouring a school trip. The 
weather was really good, the sun was shining. At 
nine o 'clock we got on the Pus. The trip lasted an 
hour and a half. After that we had lunch. Then we 
arrived in Numancia's ruins. There we watched a 
video of Numancia and the history of this 
interesting city. A tourist guide explained us how 
Numancia's people lived, how they could 
survive with the medieval wall that was Puilt Py 
Escipion. He showed us the furniture of these 
people, their arms, etc. 

After a long session of photographs, we returned 
to the Pus to go to the city of Soria. When we got 
to Soria, we picked up a Pig park as point of 
reference. They gave us limited time to Pe on our 
own in the city. During this time we went for a walk 
along some streets, visited some shops, we saw 
the town hall, the main sauare, etc.

En esta larga entrevista Venancio abre su corazon, y sus 
recuerdos, a nuestras reporteras 



Son las 11:00 de un dia cualquiera cuando, casi 
concluida nuestra clase de ingles en 4°deESO, Venancio 
nos recibe en la sola de visitas del Centro. Nosotras 
somos Salvia, Leire, Arantxa y Paula y acudimos 
dispuestas a llevar a cabo este veto, pero sobre todo 
deseosas de disfrutar una vez mas de la compania de 
Venancio, nuestroprofesory amigo. 

IN: Venancio: ^Como y cuando viniste a Ibaialde? 

VENANCIO: Vine cuando se implanto la ESO. El 
primer ano estuve en Villava porque hubo una pequena 
polemica. La gente de Villava queria su propio centro y 
no queria venir. Querian el instituto que ahora se esta 
haciendo. Aquello duro un ano y despues de ese tiempo 
vine a Ibaialde con el alumnado de Villava. Era el ano 
1995-6. Al principio se vino un poco con calzador. Los 
dos primeros cursos de la ESO los dabamos profesorado 
que veniamos de la EGB, y 3° y 4° los daban los 
profesores que estaban en Bachiller. Fue un cambio 
rapido.

IN: ^Cual ha sido tu experiencia a lo largo de estos 
anos? 

VENANCIO: Mi experiencia ha sido maravillosa. Este 
es mi curso 42 dando clases, y yo siempre digo: Una 
clase, un trabajo en el que desde primera hora te puedas 
encontrar con una sonrisa... no creo sinceramente que 
haya muchos trabajos donde pase esto. Me da lo mismo el 
tipo de trabajo que uno pueda tener, en una tienda, un 
banco, ... no creo que nadie pueda tener una sonrisa 
como yo he tenido la suerte de encontrarme cada manana. 

IN: iY no ha sido dificil el trato con adolescentes 
durante estos anos? 

VENANCIO: Os dire que cuando saque la oposicion el 
tema que me toco defender fue "La education en la 
adolescencia" . Eso es lo que me plantee: cual es la 
problematica que tiene un chaval a esa edad y de ahi cual 
tu papel como responsable educative Y este ha sido 
siempre mi tema a lo largo de estos 42 anos. 

IN: ^Como fueron tus comienzos? 

VENANCIO: Empece en una unitaria en Orbaitzeta, en 
un aula donde habia chavales de 4-5 hasta los 14 anos. 
Esa fue una etapa de tres anos, a continuacion fui a 
Irurzun, me corrijo, fui a otra concentracion escolar 
donde imparti segundo de primaria. 

IN: iY a quienes prefieres dar clase: a ninos o a

adolescentes? 

VENANCIO: Cuando tuve que decidir con ocasion de la 
ESO: ia quien doy clases, a infantil o en primero y 
segundo deESO?... Fue un momento en el que valore que 
hacer. Hay una especie como de aureola mala entorno a 
vuestra edad: falta de respeto, descarados... pero, 
sinceramente yo no lo veo asi. Y esto lo he manifestado 
publicamente, por ejemplo, abundantes veces cuando he 
ido a presentar este centro a los colegios de Primaria. Y 
esto lo he dicho aunque a veces me han acusado de 
corporativista, pero creo que siempre he ido con la 
verdad por delante, o por lo menos es lo que he intentado 
(...) 

IN: iY no te ha costado el ser profesor? 

VENANCIO: Absolutamente NO. Yo tengo una 
experiencia, y mi relacion con mis alumnos ha sido 
totalmente buena. Con los alumnos, jY CON LOS 
PADRES ! No he tenido nunca un problema con ellos. He 
sido tutor practicamente todos los anos hasta el curso 
pasado, y la relacion ha sido siempre cordialisima. Me 
gusta el trato con los padres. Me gusta llamar a los padres, 
que vengan, que los hijos esten presentes cuando 
hablamos, . . . 

IN: ^Algiin consejo? 

VENANCIO. Que de lo poco no hagais un mucho. Por lo 
demas yo no he venido aqui a una entrevista sino a hablar 
con vosotras. Pero os voy a decir como pienso que debe 
ser un profesor: 

1. Una persona con la que el alumno tenga 
confianza 

2. Que tenga una cierta autoridad sobre el alumno, 
en su materia con un conocimiento tecnicamente 
contrastado 

3. Que sea un ejemplo para el alumno, por su 
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puntualidad, por su profesionalidad, ... pero todo 
ello sin que se considere mas. Pienso que nunca debe 
haber distancia entre un profesor y un alumno. 

IN: iQue crees que es mas facil, estudiar o ensenar? 

VENANCIO: Vamos a ver, vamos a ver... Parto de la 

base de que ambas acciones van juntas. Sin estudiar 

dificilmente puedes ensenar. El estudiar es como el 

respirar, si no respiro ahi me acabo. El profesor necesita 

un aprendizaje continuo, debe estar empenado en 

aprender. Yo, y esto empieza a ser un tiempo de 

confesiones, todos los dias dedico un tiempo al ingles, y 

tambien al trances. Cojo todos los dias la TV5 francesa y 

la CNN y escucho las noticias en ambos canales. Sigo con 

el trances porque le tengo un 

cariiio especial. Lo ensene 

durante doce o trece anos antes 

que el ingles, y de verdad que es 

algo especial para mi. (...) 

Ademas la ensenanza de los 

idiomas tiene algo que otras 

asignaturas no tienen: la 

comunicacion. Es por ello que, si 

ello es posible, para mi lo mas 

importante es la comunicacion en 

vivo y en directo, cuanto mas 

cercana sea esta, mejor. Otras 

cosas como esta publicacion 

vuestra pueden ayudar, pero nada 

como la comunicacion personal. 

IN: iY por que se nos hace tan dificil estudiar? 

VENANCIO: Pues porque a veces ese fuerzo no se 
rentabiliza. ^Vosotras sufris al estudiar ingles? Si despues 
de un gran esfuerzo aprendiendo el vocabulario, las 
reglas, . . . vieseis que las notas no lo reflejan, sentiriais la 
sensacion de fracaso. Y hablando de notas, cuanto odio 
tener que ponerlas por su aspecto de juez, porque muchas 
veces el alumno solo acaba pendiente de esta o aquella 
nota, y no de si ha aprendido o no. ( . . . ) 

IN: ^Se parece la situacion actual con la tuya cuando 
eras de nuestra edad? 

VENANCIO: jNo, no, no! No hay ni punto de 
comparacion. Como punto de partida, hoy en dia todo 
nifio tiene acceso a la educacion y parece que su 
obligacion entre los 3 y los 18 aiios es dedicarse a 
estudiar, y la situacion familiar en general lo permite ya 
que todo ha cambiado. Cuando yo era pequeno todo era 
distinto. Era una minoria la que podia salir a estudiar, 
especialmente si eras de un pueblo del Pirineo. 

IN: ^Cuando empezaste el Bachillerato, que querias 
ser de mayor? 

VENANCIO: Creo que no me hice nunca esa pregunta. 
Entonces empezabas el bachillerato y despues tenias muy 
pocas posibilidades, no era como ahora. Tenias cerca de 
la catedral la Escuela de Magisterio y Empresariales, y en 
Villava la de Peritos, y en Pamplona no habia mas oferta 
educativa. Podias estudiar para trabajar en la empresa o 
para ser maestro. (...) Los cambios en estos casi 




cincuenta aiios han sido tremendos. 

IN: <,Y era facil encontrar trabajo? 

VENANCIO: Entonces eran los comienzos cuando muy 
pocos accedian a ensenanza superior. Os puedo contar 
que de mi valle de Aezkoa yo soy uno de los primeros 
titulados superiores. A eso se unio el despegue industrial 
y el aumento de la natalidad. Si fue mas facil para mi 
encontrar trabajo. Hoy esta montada la organizacion 
academica, pero todo su entorno habajado y esto dificulta 
a los titulados el encontrar trabajo. (...) Ahora observo 
una juventud fragmentada, por un lado muchos 
perfectamente preparados como vosotras, con sus titulos, 
masters, idiomas, . . . y por otro lado otros que ya veis, sin 
interes por nada. En vuestra 
propia aula, personas que vais a 
acabar bien y luego seguir el 
Bachillerato, y por otro lado 
companeros que no van a seguir y 
que carecen de una capacidad 
lectora, matematica, ... Lo han 
dejado, se han abandonado. Antes 
me habeis preguntado sobre el 
estudiar: pienso que es la 
profesion mas dura que existe 
hoy en dia. (... ) Es un trabajo 
inacabable. Pensad en vosotras, 
como trabajais hasta ahora, la 
tension que teneis, y ahora os vais 
a meter en bachillerato, donde accede el estudiante - 
estudiante. Y luego la universidad. (...) La vida del 
estudiante es la mas dura, sin a veces recoger el fruto de 
su esfuerzo. El trabajador tiene su salario, pero el 
estudiante, durante muchos anos de su vida no tiene ni 
eso. Asi se lo transmito tambien a los padres. Es muy 
duro porque ademas luego todo el mundo te pide que 
estudies mas, que oposites, . . . Compaginar las vivencias 
de juventud con el sacrificio del estudio. . . , ahi es donde 
muchos no pueden. 

IN: ^Y que piensasde estudiar y trabajar a la vez? 

VENANCIO: Pues fijate si ademas tienes que trabajar. Y 
ademas los trabajos de fin de semana son de esa manera. 
Tienes que dejar tus amistades, tu descanso, ... y es un 
sacrificio anadido. ^Es vuestro caso? 

IN: Supongo que a lo mejor tendremos que trabajar 
para hacer frente al esfuerzo de la universidad. 

VENANCIO: Pero todo eso es muy agradecido luego. 
Tiene la recompensa de que tu estas eligiendo, tu te estas 
entregando. Es un planteamiento que tu mismo te tienes 
que hacer, no vale que se lo hagan vuestros padres. (...) 
Por eso yo nunca permitiria que la hora de un fontanero o 
de un carpintero, o cualquier otra profesion en la que uno 
se forma en un par de anos, fueran superiores a la de un 
profesional con una formacion de mas de veinte anos a 
sus espaldas. Cuando esto no se cumple, eso para mi no es 
justo. Hay que pagar a todos bien, pero no es justo que un 
profesional cobre menos que un fontanero. 

IN: Cambiando de tema. Te vas a jubilar y dejas de 
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dar clase. iQue vas a hacer en tu tiempo libre? 

VENANCIO: Tengo unas aficiones ya establecidas: 

1 . Tengo que ir al fronton a jugar a pala. 

2. Los idiomas a los que dedico una hora cada dia. 

3. La huerta en Garaioa, mi poblacion natal. Ahora 
empiezo en serio con ella. Voy a poner una caseta en 
los proximos dias, y luego me ire alii a pasar el dia. 
Lo llamo el Nido delPdjaro o el Par also. Es un sitio 
idilico. 

IN: ^Porquetejubilas? 

VENANCIO: Pues porque pienso que ya estoy maduro 
para ello. Me podia haber jubilado cuando cumpli los 60 
alios, pero no me vi maduro para ello, pero ahora si, ya es 
la hora. 

IN: iY estas pensando en empezar a estudiar otro 
idioma? 

VENANCIO: No, no. Frances e ingles, ya os he dicho, 
son mi aficion y no puedo pasar sin ellos, pero otro mas, 
no. Si tengo que viajar ire a Francia o Inglaterra, porque 
me gustan y por los idiomas, que son parte de mi vida. 

IN: Y para terminar, nos han dicho que te has hecho 
socio de Osasuna. ^Como ves el equipo? 

VENANCIO: Mi hijo mayor tiene 34 afios y he vivido 
siempre el futbol con ellos, pero no soy de los que van a

Espero que en un futuro en 
mis clases de educacion fisica los alumnos esten 
tan interesados e ilusionados como lo estabamos 
nosotros en las suyas. Porque al fin y al cabo lo 
que todo profesor espera despues de una clase es 
irse con una sonrisa de felicidad y satisfaccion al 
ver a sus alumnos aprender lo que el/ella les 
ensena dia a dia.

DEAR VENANCIO 

Venancio was my teacher when I was studying at 
Ibaialde. He taught me at my first and second year 
of ESO, and he was also my first tutor there.

And, of course, how could I to forget the way he 
corrected us; instead of saying "you don't 
pronounce that word correctly" he had his own 
way to say it: "that's from Caparroso". When 
you gave an answer and you failed, you had to 
think it twice, and if you failed again, he used to 
say "te voy a hacer birica". But it wasn't only the 
words, it was the way he said it, if he has been 
your teacher, you will know what I am talking 
about, don't you? 

I remember when I was studying 3rd ESO and our 

teacher gave us some exercises with questions

As everybody at Ibaialde knows, Venancio 
Maisterra is retiring this year. We have asked him 
to share some of his many good memories with us, 
although the real goal was to be once more with him 
before he leaves. In this long interview Venancio 
has offered us his heart wide open and has brought 
his memories back to our reporters. We are sure you 
will feel as sad as us when you read this article 
because he will not be with us next September. 

IBAIALDE NEWS: How and when did you 
come to Ibaialde? 

VENANCIO: I came when the ESO started. The 
first year I was in Villava because there was a bit of 
controversy. The people of Villava wanted their 
own center and they didn't want to come here, they 
wanted the High School that they are now building. 
This lasted a year and after this time I came to 
Ibaialde with the students of Villava. It was in 1 995- 
96. In the beginning I came a bit reluctant. The first 
two years of ESO were taught by the teachers who 
used to teach the EGB, and 3° and 4° by those who 
were in Bachillerato. It was a very fast change. 
Here started to come boys and girls who were only 
12 and 13 years old. The courses called 7th and 8th 
of EGB were now called 1st and 2nd of ESO. The 
teachers who came to teach them came voluntarily 
with them, although we knew that in the future 
those levels would be taught by the teachers in 
Bachiller. 

IN: How has your experience been in these 
years? 

VENANCIO: My experience has been absolutely 
magnificent. This is my course number 42 teaching, 
and I always say: a class, a job where you can find a 
smile at the beginning of the morning... I don't 
think, sincerely, that there are a lot of jobs where 
this happens. It doesn't matter, the type of the job is: 
in a shop, a bank. . . I don't think that anybody else 
can get a smile like me; I have been lucky enough to 
find it all the mornings. 

IN: Has it been difficult to deal with teenagers 
during these years? 

VENANCIO: I'll tell you that when I passed the 
oppositions, the topic that I had to lecture about was 
"The education in the adolescence". This is what I 




chose: What are the problems that a youngster has 
at this age and my role as an educator to help him. 
And this has always been my work for the last 42 
years. 

IN: How were your beginnings? 
VENANCIO: I started in Orbaitzeta, in a 
classroom, where there were kids of 4-5 to 14 years 
old. This was a period of 3 years, after this I went to 
another school where I taught to the children of 2 ° 
of Primary. That was inlrurzun. 

IN: And who do you prefer to teach: children or 
teenagers? 

VENANCIO: When I had to decide who wanted to 
teach: children or 1 st and 2 nd of ESO Secondary, it 
was the moment when I valued what to do. There is 
a type of aura around your age: disrespects, hussies, 
but, sincerely I didn't see things like this. And I 
show this openly to everybody, for example, in a lot 
of occasions when I have gone, representing this 
High School, to some Primary Schools. And I 
always say this, although sometimes I'm accused 
of defending you too much. But I think I always tell 
the truth, or at least this is what I try. 

IN: And has it been difficult to you to be a 
teacher? 

VENANCIO: Absolutely NO. I have an 
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experience, and my relation with my students has 
been always good. With the students, and with the 
parents! I have never had a problem with them. I 
have been a tutor practically every year until the last 
course, and the relation has always been very 
cordial. I like the relation with the parents. I like to 
call them, to talk to them when they come, and also 
their children are present when we speak. 

IN: Any advice? 

VENANCIO: I came to talk with you, not to teach, 

but I'm going to tell you how I think a teacher must 

be: 

1 . Aperson the students have confidence with 

2. A person who has a certain authority on the 
students, and has a good knowledge of the subject 
he teaches 

3 . And a person who is an example for the student, 
for his punctuality, his 
professionalism. . .but all of 
this without being 
considered superior. I 
think there should never be 
distance between a teacher 
and a student.

IN: What do you think 
it's easier, to study or to 
teach? 

VENANCIO: Let's see; 
let's see... I think both 
actions go together. It is 
difficult to teach without 

studying. Studying is like breathing, if I can't 
breathe I die. The teacher needs continuous 
learning; he must be engaged in learning. I, and this 
begins to be a time of confession, spend time every 
day brushing up my English, and French too. I 
watch every day the French TV5 and CNN and I 
listen to the news in both channels. I continue with 
French because I have a special affection towards it. 
I taught French for twelve or thirteen years before 
English and the truth is that it is something special 
to me. (...) Also, the teaching of languages has 
something that other subjects don't have: the 
communication. For me the most important thing is 
communication in life; the closer the 
communication is the better it is. Other things, like 
this publication of yours, can help, but there's 
nothing like personal communication. 

IN: And why is it so hard for us to study? 

VENANCIO: Because sometimes your effort 
doesn't pay off. Do you suffer when you study 




English? If after a great effort learning the 
vocabulary, the rules ...you see that the marks don't 
reflect it, you would feel a sense of failure. And 
speaking about marks, how much I hate to have to put 
the marks for they make me feel like a judge. Very 
often the students only care about their marks, and 
not for how much they have learnt (...). 

IN: Does the current situation look like yours 
when you were our age? 

VENANCIO: No, no, no! There's no point of 
comparison. As a starting point, today every child 
has access to education and it seems that their only 
obligation in life between the ages of three and 
eighteen is to study, and inmost families the situation 
allows it because everything has changed. When I 
was a child everything was different. There was a big 
majority who could hardly study, especially if you 

were from a village in the 
Pyrenees. (...) 

IN.: When you finished 
your studies, was it easy 
to find a job? 
VENANCIO: At that 
time few people had 
access to higher 
education. I can tell you 
that of my Aezkoa Valley 
I'm one of the first 
graduates. Yes, it was 
easy for me to find a job. 
(...) Now I observe a 
fragmented youth, first a lot of young people well 
prepared like you, with their titles, masters, 
languages..., and secondly other that you see, 
without any interest. (...) Before you asked me about 
studying, I think it's the hardest profession that exists 
today. It's an endless job. Think of you, howyou have 
worked until now, the tension that you have had, and 
now you are going to start your last two years in high 
school where only those who are really studious go, 
or at least that's how it should be. And then 
University. (...) A student's life is the hardest, 
without sometimes reaching the fruits of all that 
effort. The worker has his wage, but the student, for 
many years of his life hasn't got even that. It's very 
hard because everyone asks you all the time to study 
more. (...) But all that has the reward that you are 
choosing what you want to be, not your parents (...) 

IN: Talking another topic about... you're going to 
retire and you won't teach us anymore. What will 
you do in your free time? 
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VENANCIO: I have a few hobbies established: 
1 . 1 have to go to the "pelota" court to play "pala". 

2. The languages. I spend an hour each day studying 
them. 

3. The vegetable garden in Garaioa, which is my 
home town. Now I'm going to begin seriously with 
it. I'm going to put a garden shed soon and then I'll 
go to spend my days there. I call it the nest of the 
bird or paradise. It is an idyllic place. By the way, 
you are welcome to come anytime you want, no 
kidding! 

IN: Why do you retire? 

VENANCIO: I retire because I think I'm mature 
for it. I could have retired when I turned 60, but I 
was not ready for it, but now, it's time. 

IN: Are thinking about starting to study another 
language? 

VENANCIO: No, no... French and English, as I 
have said, they are my hobby and I can not live 
without them, but another one, no. If I have to travel 
I will go to France or England, because I like them 
and their languages, because they are part of my 



life. 



IN: Tell us an anecdote as a teacher please... 

VENANCIO: Once, we were learning the food in 
English class and I always carry a bag with all kinds 
of products. One year I left the bag before the break in 
a class of 2° ESO, then I went back to pick it up and I 
went to the next class. When I opened the bag, the 
chocolate tablet with milk, that should be there, was 
gone. I returned to the original class and I told them I 
hadn't been able to complete the class, but also I 
added that I should almost give them a prize. They 
were students and they had behaved like this, and I 
felt very satisfied because of that. 

IN: How would you sum up your life at 

IBAIALDE? 

VENANCIO: Oh... How would I say? I think it has 

been unforgettable.

When he awakened in 
the middle of the night he cried a lot 
because he was alone but he had the 
hope he could find his brother-at the 
same time that he explained me his 
history, tears fell down and he got me-.

Braima waited two months to get money 
to be able to come to Navarra to look for 
to his brother and when he said it to 
Maria she offered to accompany him. 
When they arrived in Navarra Maria 
advised him to go to the red cross where 
they help to the illegal immigrants and 
try to teach them the culture that we 
have in this country.- He explained me 
that our culture is what was the most 
difficult to him because the African 
culture and Spain culture are very 
different-. While he looked for to his 
brother Abdul, he did a lot of things, like 
taking classes to know how to read and 
write, learn mathematical, lenguage, 
history... It seemed him that this 
opportunity he had to take it advantage 
because in his country had not been able 
to study neither learn to read and write, 
and when he returned to Guinea-Bissau 
he could teach to his daughter Keyah all 



what he could not learn in his country. - 
Braima put so sad when he remembered 
his daughter and he explained me that 
his wife Zahra died two years ago trying 
come to Spain-. One day, braima woke 
up and when he saw that Maria was 
working he decided to go to an 
association of Africans. In the 
association he did a lot of friends and 
between all the African did a project to 
build a school in Guinea-Bissau. 
Braima was very happy because he 
knew that if the project worked his 
daughter could go to a school. But there 
was a big problem, the money. As they 
didn't have money they didn't have more 
options. They started to sell cds, food, 
souvenirs.... Each one gave everything 
that they had without worrying if one 
put more than another one. After doing 
it for several months in these conditions, 
holding the racist comments in the 
street, working illegally without 
agreement and by a wage that didn't 
allow them to buy the necessary to eat, 
they managed to gather all the money 
for the project, thanks to an African who 
decided to sell his house and give a big 
part of the money to this association. He 
was Adbul! ! he had decided to go back 
to Africa to know his family and Braima 
and Abdul returned together and happy 
to their country. 

This is a real story of an African humble, 
generous and especial person that 
struggled to get his dream, that is 
pleasant to explain but there are many 
other immigrants that don't have so 
much luck. Many other stories are 
harder and almost never have a happy 
end. I think that we would have to be 
more conscious of the luck that we have 
and begin to be better people because it 
is clear that in worse conditions we can 
attain our aims equally, but with respect 
and humility.

It all sarted for us in a September morning 
when Mrs. Grzyb, our teacher of English, 
offered us to cooperate with some peers 
from Spain in a school project sponsored 
by the European Union through their 
Etwinning portal. 



We and all our classmates really wanted to 
participate in the E-twinning project, we thought it would be 
great fun. Now, when we look back, we can say that our 
project has been a great idea! It has given us lot of fun and 
knowledge. Of course, sometimes it's been hard, but the work 
has been really rewarding because we've learnt many new 
things we would have never learned just with the general 
syllabus and the usual activities. 

The goal of the project was to make the students of both 




schools work together and find out how similar or different 
we are. The name of our project is "So Far, So Near" and these 
four words say more than anything else. Our countries have 
different languages, cultures, customs, climates... well, the 
list might be endless, but although these differences are there, 
we have discovered we have many more things in common.

In our second unit we were talking about "a person we really 
admire". Everyone made a composition about her/his hero, 
who in many cases was our mom or granny. In the end of the 
unit we voted for a quality we considered the most important 
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in life. Most of the students, Spanish and Polish, chose frank, 
good-natured and cheerful as the characteristics we most 
value in a person. It shows that we admire similar features and 
we are looking for them in our everyday lives. 

In just a few days the snowball effect was there. Many of us 
were chatting, writing emails, uploading photos to the blog, 
. . . and we were always practising our English and having 
fun. 

In this project there have been lots of activities, but for some 
of us the most important and then rewarding one has been on- 
line conversations via Skype. Firstly, there were huge 
problems with understanding, it was really stressful to try to 
understand what the other side was trying to say, but soon 
things got better and our last conversations ended 
successfully, with laughter. One of the many things we have 
learned thanks to the project has been that we should realise 
of the differences in accent we may face when we talk to 
people in English because they will probably have very 
different backgrounds, which means different accents, but we 
soon learned that if we make a simple effort to understand we 
will not have problems to communicate.

Besides this we also made a video where we sang carols and 
told them about the way we celebrate Christmas in Poland. 

But we have also had the chance to show some other hobbies 
and talents. Many students have uploaded photos to the blog 
or participated in the "Photo contest". In March there was also 
a "Video-karaoke contest". Participants who wanted to 
develop their talents in the making of videos and taking 
photos have had these two very special moments. It was very 
nice to see the best videos, and then the "Award Ceremony" 
we celebrated live on both countries thanks to Skype. This 
activity with music showed that we have a similar taste in 
music and we value it as one of our bigger interests.

W e never thought when we started with our friends in 
Poland that our work, some time later, would receive so 
many awards and the possibility to publicize it in so 
different places, not only in our region but in the rest of 
Europe. 

But if we want to inform you properly we have to start 
where we left you (see Ibaialde News 18). In our last 
issue our friends in Poland wrote a two page article where 
they celebrated the European Award both schools had got 
thanks to our 9 month work. There they included a short 
and complete summary of what our work had been like. 

Then in October this news was made 

public by the European eTwinning 

Service and we started to receive all 

kinds of congratulations from 

colleagues, other schools, and 

education authorities. One of this 

included an invitation to Javier Baile, 

as teacher responsible for the project, 

to attend the Eminent Congress in 

Copenhagen (Nov. 9-19). Before going 

there we learnt that Eminent is mainly 

aimed at teachers and education leaders. Its goal is to give 

the opportunity to both audiences to communicate with 

each other and is a unique opportunity to meet, make new 

contacts and discuss common ICT initiatives that foster 

the development of education in Europe. This year there 

was a special emphasis on bringing teachers and policy 

makers together. 

There we were one of the five projects, from all the 
hundreds of teachers there, selected to be shown to the 
attendants to the Congress. It was a unique moment and 
the only disappointment was that only Javier could be 
there, that the almost 60 students creators and users of all 




the applications and resources shown there could not be 
present. At the end of the presentation many teachers 
showed a great interest in learning more and joining us, 
something that so far we can't do because it is not finished 
yet. 

In December we were invited to the local Language 
Congress our Department of Education organized.

When our teacher told us that, I was very 
surprised because they haven't got to do 
anything compared with what I do: every 
day I have to wake up very early and the 
first thing that I have to do is to bring 
water and firewood to my family, this is a 
very hard task.

After this I have to 
walk 5 km to go to school, this is the 
closest to my village. When I get to school 
I'm a little bit tired but it doesn't matter 
because all that I want is to learn. In the 
class there are around 15 students of 
different ages, it is so difficult to bring 
together people because very few 
Africans can go to school. We have 4 
hours of lessons with the same teacher. 
We can't have more lessons because we 



have other tasks to do in our villages. 
After I finish at school, I return walking 
and I help my family with the crops. Later 
I teach some children of my tribe. I really 
love teaching them and I think it is the best 
thing I do because I help other people to 
have a better future. 

At the age of going to university I would 
like to go there, but I think it'll be very 
difficult because for me and my family it 
is too expensive and we don't have 
enough money. People of my tribe will 
help us to obtain the money for my 
studies, although I have been thinking 
that I can do some extra jobs to save up 
money and pay for university. I would like 
to study medicine and later I can help 
many people in Africa who suffer from 
serious illnesses, that would make me 
happy. 

I think that teenagers from other countries 
mustn't complain because of going to 
school, all the Africans would like to go 
there, unfortunately we aren't so lucky. So 
if you have the opportunity to study don't 
waste your time, you'll have time to do 
whatever you want, but now study please.

Euroscola Competition 

Putting IES Ibaialde on 

the map again!! 

I have experienced many good times here at Ibaialde in the 
English department staffroom, with my students, celebrating 
pupils' talents at the award ceremonies for the "So Far So 
Near" eTwinning project and the English Literary Contest (and 
not just because of the student's achievements, hehe!), and 
much more. Something else is the Euroscola competition. 

Remembering back a couple of months, Javier Baile asked 
me if I'd like to be involved with 
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a project called Euroscola. I 

read the details and it caught my 

interest straight away, so I 

agreed without reservation to 

help. Euroscola is a 

competition organised by the 

European Commission open to 

students aged between 15- 18 

who attend high schools in 

Spanish territory. It can be 

completed in Spanish or English 

and every year, it has a different 

theme. The topic for 2011 was 

the European Year of 

Volunteering. The contest 

consisted of two stages: firstly, we had to complete 8 tasks 

which included writing a letter to a NGO and taking a 

photograph of a problem that needs resolving, all related to 

different aspects of volunteering, e.g. humanitarian aid and 

fundraising. The second part was a test of 1 5 questions based on 

what we had learnt about the topics we had covered. We had to 

complete it as quickly as possible so we could get more points. 

Three teams took part in the contest from Ibaialde. Los 
Productos, Ibaialde and Los Servicios. I helped with the 
Ibaialde team and I feel very content with how everything went. 
Talking about my team, I think that all the credit goes to the 1 1 
students (Irati, Claudia, Leire and Josune from 4°A of ESO 
and Maria, Angela, Laura, Miren, Silvia, Sergio and David 
from 1°B of Bachillerato) who put a lot of effort and work into 
creating outstanding compositions in their free time. We 
managed to work with people from many places, a manager of 
an NGO, a Medicine Professor and even a Paediatrician from 
Chicago who was among the first to get to Haiti last year. 

We found out the definitive results of the Euroscola contest 
on 29th April. We definitely put IES Ibaialde on the map 
again. Out of 197 teams from all over Spanish territory, Los 
Servicios came 79th with 713 points, Ibaialde came 59th with 
750 points and Los Productos excelled, coming 2nd with 865 
points! ! Along with the best 9 teams who entered the contest (all 
from different autonomous communities), Los Productos will 
be going to Strasbourg, France in the next year to participate in 
the European Parliament. I must also mention that the Ibaialde 
team came 4th out of the 23 teams that competed in English. 
What an achievement for Ibaialde! ! 

Students from the Ibaialde team said of the contest: " We 
have met many people who have actively participated in this 
project and it has been a great opportunity. Thanks to this, we 
know a lot more about volunteering. Above all, it has 
encouraged us that when we can do a task related to 
volunteering, we will do it.'" 

Despite not coming first in Navarra, the Ibaialde team 
received some great prizes. One was a free weekend in a youth 



hostel in Navarra, awarded by the Government of Navarra. On 
Friday 20th May, 12 of us - Javier, myself, my American friend 
Christine, Maria, Angela, Laura, Miren, Sergio, David (from 1°B 
of Bachillerato) and Lucia and Amaia (from 4°A ESO) went to 
Santesteban in the Baztan Valley. 

On Friday 20 we headed for Santesteban. After arriving and 
dropping off our luggage, we explored the village, which 
everyone agreed was very pretty. A funny moment was when 
Javier offered to buy everyone an ice-cream on the bet that Laura 
(Valencia) did the Thanksgiving speech at the Palace of Navarra 
(more about this below). All but two people surrendered to 
Javier's offer! While some of us prepared the dinner back at the 
hostel, the rest of us played the card game 'moneda', which I 
proved to be quite bad at!! 

During the weekend, we spoke Spanish during the day but as 
soon as it was dinnertime we started talking in English, which 
gave us all a chance to practice our two languages. Over dinner, 
Christine and I shared amusing anecdotes from our time in Spain 
about buying an umbrella and a 3° ESO lesson involving the River 
Seine, which met with much laughter. Afterwards, Christine and I 
were presented with gifts of t-shirts 
with the Ibaialde logo. In return, I 
was asked to sing! At first, I tried to 
pretend I couldn't sing but after some 
persuasion, I sang part of a Basque 
song, Goizeko Izarra. Later, some of 
the students taught Christine and I 
some Basque dances and the Latin 
salsa. 

Saturday promised to be busy so we started the day with a good 
breakfast including fried bacon and eggs and muffins. We were 
very lucky with the weather all day and so, after breakfast, we 
walked in the beautiful mountains of the Baztan Valley to the 
village of Elgorriaga and to the spa there, on the way making 
friends with a few residents and pet dogs!! After snacking on 
Christine's delicious homemade chocolate chip cookies, we 
returned to the hostel to eat a wonderful lunch of mixed salad, 
hamburgers and probably the best 
cuajada we have ever tasted (which 
Lucia had brought from hervillage). 

After a rest, we did three great 
activities: zipwire, archery and laser 
paintball. Paintball was definitely the 
most popular activity among us all, 
although I think everyone would have 
liked it even more if it had involved 
real paint!!!

The Ibaialde team were awarded their 
prizes first. Aurora Tabar went up to collect the plaque and 
Javier collected the diploma and the gift of a book about 
Navarra.

thanks for the 
opportunity to 
come to the 
Palace, 

explained how they completed the contest and thanked all those 
involved. After this, Los Productos collected their prizes. 
Again, the Principal collected the plaque and Maria Domeflo, 





who was the responsible 
teacher, collected the 
diploma and gift book. 
Alejandra Perez gave a 
great speech, echoing what 
Laura had said and also 
congratulating the other 
teams from Ibaialde. 

The ceremony was 
rounded off by Miguel 
Sanz, the President of the 

Government of Navarra, who spoke on the importance of Europe 
and of volunteering to our society, thanked all those who made the 
contest possible and 
congratulated the teams. After a 
couple of photos, everyone 
enjoyed a delicious snack 
(during which time some of us 
had a photograph with Miguel 
Sanz!) and collected gift bags 
full of free merchandise from 
the Instituto Navarro de 
Juventud before going home 
after a memorable morning ! 

To finish, I would like to 
thank Javier Baile for allowing 
me to be part of this project, as it 
has been a pleasure for me in 
many ways. I have been 
involved in an exciting project, 
I have learnt new things about the world of volunteering and I 
have got to know the students involved better. Last but not least, I 
want to say a huge THANK YOU and WELL DONE to all the 
students from all three teams who have used their free time and 
worked extremely hard to create compositions to make Ibaialde 
winners again! ! I feel very proud of you all. This has been a great, 
unforgettable experience that I will take back with me to the UK!

Marianela and Alberto: Hi Pilar! We would like to know a 
little bit more about you so we have some interesting 
questions for you. 
Pilar: Hi Marianela and Alberto, itwill be a real pleasure. 

Marianela and Alberto: Do you like being a teacher? What 
did you want to be when you were young? 
Pilar: Well, yes, I definitely like being a teacher. If you ask me 
why I should say I'm not the kind of person who knew from the 
very beginning I wanted to take it as a career so I ll start with 
your second question if you don 't mind. At the age of 10 1 sat 
my first compulsory exam which would allow me to start my 
four years of Bachiller Then I had the opportunity to take a 
three-year course and I became a Primary Teacher but when I 
finished I was sure that although I had worked really hard I 
knew very little about very few things. Here I have to be very 
grateful to my parents as they accepted my suggestion about 
going to university to do a degree course. There I studied Arts 
and one of the subjects I liked the most was Arabic, it was a 
very fun subject, like a game, and I enjoyed it a lot. Being good 
at languages meant that when the moment to specialize came, 
my University in Zaragoza gave me the opportunity to choose 
English which was not only English Language but also 
History, Geography, American and English Literature, 
Phonetics. After getting my degree it was time to start a career 
and it was then that I found one of the best options, to be a 
secondary teacher. Now, after a period of thirty-three years of 
being a teacher I can say that I like it, I enjoy teaching. 
Believe it or not I still have the itch to go to my lessons with all 
the necessary preparation to make the best of it, maybe this is 
the only consequence of being among a group of teenagers 
who demand my attention. 

Marianela and Alberto: If you hadn't been able to be a 
teacher, what would you have done? 

Pilar: Going back to my teenage years, something I would 
dream of doing was devoting my life to music. I learnt to read 
music and I used to play the guitar and the piano by ear but 
because at that time it was not easy to have a music school in 
the village you lived, it is something I could not learn in an 
appropriate way. I remember when there was a TV 
programme on Sunday mornings broadcasting concerts 
dedicated to important conductors and composers. There and 
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listening to the radio we had in the kitchen I discovered 
Rubinstein, Debussy, The Beatles..., and all the musicians 
that today are with me when cooking, marking your essays or 
exams, when preparing my lessons and undoubtedly in my free 
time. 



Marianela and Alberto: Have you taught in other high 
schools before coming here? 

Pilar: Of course. My first lessons were in Alcahiz, a place I 
have very good memories of. I remember when a caretaker 
asked me why I was in the corridor instead of being inside the 
classroom waiting for the teacher to come. So, I'm sure you 
will have a similar experience in a very near future. It was only 
for a year, then I was two years in Calamocha, a place famous 
for its cold winters, below zero at night but sunny and warm 
during the day. My next High School was MartiFranqu.es in 
Tarragona, a place where I spent seven years. In 1985 1 came 
here and this has been and will be my High School for the 
following years. All these schools have been very different 
maybe not because of the school but because of the different 
periods in my personal life. At the same time as a teacher I've 
been a wife and a mother so every place means a milestone in 
my life. I got married the same year I started to work, then I 
had three children, all of them have been pupils at Ibaialde, 
and at the same time my career has developed adapting to the 
necessities and circumstances that life has. 

Marianela and Alberto: What has been your best 
experience as a teacher at Ibaialde? 

Pilar: If you ask me about my lessons, I have to say that every 
day is always a new day, and because I work with young 
people as you are, the best experience is the one I have in every 
lesson when I have the feeling that I have fulfilled your 
expectations. This does not mean that we always agree with 
the things we do and how we do them, I know what my duty is 
and what I am expected to get from you, and if we get it 
together I feel it as my best experience. Every lesson means 
lots of preparation because the conditions change depending 
on the group, the day, the time... so we have to take everything 
into account just to make the best of it. 

Talking about my activities as member of the English 
Department teamwork has been very important these years. 
As you know, you pupils can do EOIDNA exams, in the past we 
had exchanges with High Schools in Germany and England 
and now some of you are going to Poland. We have an annual 
Literary Contest, a magazine Ibaialde News, you belong to the 
first generation of the Bilingual Section and this year you have 
won a national eTwinning prize.. The only reason why these 
events take place is because we have pupils who demand and 
deserve these activities. I am very grateful to Blanca Abaigar 
and Jose Javier Baile for their work, initiative and their 
support in every task, to the new generation of teachers, 
Edurne Cemborain, Uxua Burgui and Ana Riol who are a 
breath of fresh air, Naomi our assistant teacher for her 
willingness, and I do not want to forget the former teachers 
Venancio Maisterra and Ricardo Fernandez who retired last 
year. 
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Marianela and Alberto: What do you think about the 
eTwinning project? 

Pilar: I feel very proud of you. With your project you not 
only learnt about your own region but you also showed 
other pupils our culture, our differences and similarities 
which is a way of accepting others. I know you worked 
really hard and you enjoyed the experience a lot. You 
shared information about each other s school, hometown 
and province, yourselves, a person you admire, music, 
Christmas time, with the help of your families you wrote a 
recipe book, you had a photo contest and made a video 
and everything thanks to ICT tools. Congratulations for 
the excellent work, for getting the Sello de Calidad 
Europeo 2010 'for our school, for being awarded with the 
eTwinning National Prize 2011 and for allowing your 
teacher, Jose Javier Baile who was responsible for this 
project, to live these experiences and enjoy his work. 

Marianela and Alberto: Your English is great. Have 
you practiced it abroad? 

Pilar: Yes, of course. My first visit to England was when I 
decided to study English as a degree. I remember that it 
was impossible for me to stay there without a job to pay for 
my expenses so I found a place which allowed me to work 
and to be in contact with people my age. It was a manor 
house located in the countryside and not very far from 
London. The house had been rebuilt and it had events 
throughout the year. We were a group of French, Polish, 
Spanish and American girls who belonged to the staff and 
our duty was to help in the dining room at meal times. We 
were offered a weekly wage plus free accommodation and 
food and we had a day off and some oral practice with a 
teacher.

Laura Serrano and Nawel Nacera: How long have you 
taught in secondary schools? 

Blanca: It is difficult to remember. I passed my state 
examinations in 1983.

We are Ruben Gonzalez and Flor Lamas, and we are both 
studying the Preparatory course to get to the Superior 
Vocational Studies. During the year we have had Ana with 
us once a week. We have really enjoyed her company and 
her classes. Then, a few weeks ago we asked her to let us 
interview her for IBAIALDE NEWS. She agreed and here 
you have what she told us. 

IN: Why and where did you study? 

ANA: My father was a teacher and I imitated him by giving 
lessons to my dolls. I guess I chose to be this because I had a 
vocation to teaching. First I studied primary and secondary 
education in Baracaldo, near Bilbao, and then I studied 
English Philology. 

IN: Was it very difficult? 

ANA: Yes, I liked English, but in course 3 all classes were 
entirely in English. I remember History and English 
Literature were the most difficult. 

IN: Where have you worked before coming to 
IBAIALDE? 

ANA: While I was studying I taught some private lessons, 
then I was in different schools: in some public secondary 
school in Burgos, Logroho, Navarra, and also at the 
Language schools in Pamplona and Tudela. 

IN: What schools in Navarra? 

ANA: At Plaza de la Cruz in downtown Pamplona. I taught 
there to older students who studied on the night shift. I 
remember that the greatest difficulty was the different levels 
of English that students had. 

IN: What courses do you teach now at IBAIALDE? 

ANA: / teach in 3 and 4 E.S.O, that is years 9 and 10, and 
then to some vocational studies ' groups. They are students 
who are studying for catering and management services. 

IN: Do you feel comfortable? 

ANA: In the beginning I was a little tense because I had to 
change buildings and classrooms all the time, and I was 
trying not to be late. The high school is really big, and great, 
but I have more contact with teachers in ESO. There 
teachers talk more with students and the discipline is OK. 
When I got here one of the things which surprised me is the 
two buildings in one school. But now, except for the rush to 
change buildings, I think I feel very comfortable here. 

IN: What do you think about today's pupils? 

ANA: They lack motivation; they put little effort into what 
they are not interested in instead of striving more. There is a 
lack of daily work and often they don't worry about doing 
their homework. 

IN: Do you sometimes get stressed? 

ANA: Sure, but not often. The truth is I have felt stressed 
only when I have had no time to correct the tests. Then 
another thing which stresses me is when I have had the 
feeling that students do not pay attention to what we are 




doing, in addition to this I really hate when there is some 
kind of disruption in class. To me those are some of the 
hardest things of being a teacher. 

IN: What do you think about the faculty of the center? 

ANA: It is my first year and I'm very comfortable with them. 
I felt well received and they have always given me many 
facilities and support. Besides I joined the Teachers ' Choir. 
Singing in the choir at school with other teachers is fun and 
it relaxes me a lot. 

IN: Is it difficult for you to be a teacher and a mother? 
How do you combine things? 

ANA: / try to prioritize as I have not got much time. 
Sometimes my mother helps me at home because my 
husband works mornings and afternoons and also travels a 
lot. Grandparents are a great help as they help us with the 
children when it is necessary. 

IN: What are your hobbies? 

ANA: Music, listening to nature, walks, some yoga, Pilates 
. . . but what I like most is watching classic films in English (in 
black and white). Some of my favorite movies are: North by 
Northwest, The apartment, The Philadelphia story, 
Strangers on a train ... And actors like Cary Grant, Paul 
Newman, Sean Penn . . . 

Hike sports, but I don't practice them regularly. As a child I 
had problems with physical education (the teachers and the 
education system were not adequate.) and perhaps that's 
why I do not like sports even though my husband is an 
athlete. 

Another thing that relaxes me is to drive the secondary roads 
stopping to meet the people, but with children is difficult... I 
try to escape whenever I can! Also Hove traveling! 

IN: How do you describe yourself?

Ibaialde News: We're Leyre Salvador and Victor 
Larramendi, both students in 1st Bachiller at Ibaialde and 
we've made an interview to Javier Baile, one of our English 
teachers. This is one of the last chances to do it because he's 
moving next year to the new High school in Villava: Pedro de 
Atarrabia. 

-Hello Javier! To start, can you tell us something about you 
and your life? 

Javier: Oh, yes. I'm very pleased to talk to you. I was born in 
Castiliscar, a small village near Sos del Rey Catolico in 
Aragon. Thatwas 52 years ago, butwhen Iwas three I came to 
live in Pamplona with my Jam ily and here I am ! 

-What do you like doing in your free time to enjoy yourself? 
Javier: I've always been really interested in sports, but on the 
other hand because of health problems, in the past a heart 
disease and later some problems in my back, I've never been 
able to practice any in a continuous way. When I was 20 years 
old I started cycling, and I used to cycle a lot, often with 
students. Actually in 1984 I did the "Camino de Santiago" 
with 12 students and then some one week trips in the Pyrenees 
and France. Besides that I also I like watching tennis on TV. 

-How many years have you been at this school, and what 
would you especially remember? 

Javier: It has been almost 19 years, and during this time I've 
had a lot of really good moments with teachers, and also with 
students... I've met here a lot of kind and very hardworking 
people. I really admire many of them, especially because of 
their enthusiasm and professionalism. I have been very lucky 
because I have had the chance to do a number of things, such 
as publishing magazines, organizing all sorts of contests, trips 
to many places, exchanges, ... and I have always had the 
opportunity to learn from my students especially, as I said 
before, from their enthusiasm and will to learn. 

-Why did you decide to be a teacher, do you like teaching? 
Javier: I guess so because I love what I'm doing. I like teaching 
young people between 14 and 18. 1 think that's the best age to 



teach. Students are mature enough to do things by themselves 
once they know what to do and how to do it. Over the years I 
have been surprised once and again by what students are 
capable of doing, things that grown-ups are notable to do most 
of the times, and that is only because you really get involved. 
Also teaching English helps a lot, the list of possible tasks to 
offer you is almost endless, and that is even more now with the 
help of the new technologies. 

But let me tell you some thing I have discovered in all these 
years: Girls in general are much more participative than 
boys! Whenever I have looked for volunteers for any activity, 
there is always a bunch of girls there willing to do it, whereas 
boys always say "no,no...Idon'twantto... ", and if they do it, 
it's often in a quite secretive way (...) 

-How did you decide to study English? 
Javier: / was very lucky because I started studying English 
when I was ten at school. I studied at Irabia and it was 
probably the only school in Pamplona which taught English at 
that time, I am talking about the sixties in the last century. 
Then, when I was 13 1 had the possibility to attend classes at 
the School of Languages at the University ofNavarra. Later on 
I studied Geography and History and, after fiveyears teaching 
these two subjects, I had to choose between them, and I chose 
English. And you know the rest. I have been teaching only 
English the last 25 years. 

-What do you like most about English? 
Javier: / don 't really like teaching grammar, what I love is the 
things you can do with this language, but don 't forget we need 
the grammar. What I prefer is all the possibilities English 
offers you, especially when we talk about socialising and 
making friends . Sometimes you may think English classes are 
boring, but the things and activities you can do with it are 
almost endless, and thanks to ICT we can do them within the 
walls of the classroom just any time with people who live 
thousands kilometres away as we have had the chance to show 
with the recent National eTwinning Prize. I think that is 
something we teachers have to teach you how to do, you must 
demand it from us and from the school. If we don 't do it, 
somehow we will be cheating you. 

-How have you participated at Ibaialde's events during 
these years? 

Javier: / think I have always felt close to the activities we have 
had at Ibaialde, and I hope some of those I have helped to 
create will continue for a long time. When I came we started 
"Ibaialde News " and the Literary Contests, and then in 19961 
started the Christmas Festival with the help of some of my 
students. Also I've participated in exchanges with students 
from other countries like Germany, from 1997-2001, and this 
year the one with Poland. But if you want to have a complete 
account of them I invite you to go to my blog (Ibaialde's 
Corner) where I offer you dozens of videos, magazines, ... 
from all these years. Well, I guess now I am moving to a new 
school I will have to change the name of the blog. 
Now to finish I want to invite all of you to come to Villava if you 
ever think I can be of any help to you: Don 'tever dare to forget 
me because I will notforgetyou!

We are making an interview to learn 
more about Luis Garcia Bona, teacher 
of Biology and CTM because this is his 
last year between us before retiring 

IN: You are retiring this year after... 
How many years teaching and how 
many at Ibaialde? 
LGB: Thirty-four years and two at the 

university. My first year in the secondary 
education I was in Zaragoza, then I spent 
six years in Tafalla and then to Burlada. I 
came here the year after the founding of 
the institute. I have been since thn, but 
for nine years I was in the department of 
education involved in teacher training. 
IN: What did you study at University? 
Where? Why? 

I did biology, then a doctoral thesis at the 
"Universidad de Navarra" also on 
specialty mushrooms and I got the 
highest mark. At first I really liked the 
sciences, but I was also good at math. In 
my first year at the university I got 
Honors in those subjects, and on those 
days that was very difficult. Then it was 
only the Universidad of Navarra. In my 
second year I took science. It was not that 
I had a vocation for it, I could have 
chosen medicine or pharmacy, but in the 
end I decided biology. Now I can tell you 
as a piece of advice, if you get into 
something that does not displease you, 
when you dig deeper and start to gain a 
solid level, eventually you get hooked to 
it. 

IN: What is the most difficult thing for 
you when you are teaching? 
I think the hardest part is connecting with 
students, that is, to establish a 
relationship that is neither of dominance 
or equality, that is, to know how to 
maintain the position between the 
student and the teacher but without 
creating a large barrier. For me the most 
important in the classroom is to create a 
good environment, suitable for 
everybody so everyone feels 
comfortable. To manage to get this goes 
much with the character of the people, 
and then with experience and with the 
group. Sometimes, you have a tough 
group with some people, and that's hard, 
but I think time helps to improve this. 



IN: What is your favorite course to 
teach? Why? 

Well, I have experience of teaching Third 
ESO and older and I think those are the 
courses that I like. But if I have to choose, 
well, I like all but especially third of ESO 
and first of bachillerato. 1st Bachiller 
because students already have a maturity, 
the program is very suitable to do different 
things including biology, geology ... and 
then you do not have that commitment of 
selectivity, which forces you to end all the 
program. Here I can worry a lot on 
practice or in other things I consider 
important and maybe I couldn't do it in 
Second Bachiller. In 3 ESO it is even 
better because is not that important if they 
do not study some parts of the course 
program. But the problem is that 
sometimes 3dr ESO students come with 
less interest, with more problems . . . 
IN: Did you expect that your 
experience in IBAIALDE was going to 
be so? If you could now, what would 
you change? 

The experience in ibaialde has been good. 
I can't say the same about my first year in 
Zaragoza (...) In Tafalla there was a big 
change because it was closer to my house, 
and in those days the students in town was 
very different to city students. But then I 
came here, the students were worse, the 
classes were a little more varied, but I was 
at home. But what I notice now, not only 
in IBAIALDE, in all institutes is the 
generation change, it is very important 
and a very dramatic one in attitude and the 
lack of interest of students, especially in 
the early stages. It is difficult to motivate 
them to make trips, practices . . . you have 
a good number of students uninterested 
and that takes away motivation because if 
you you strive to do one thing and then 
you realize that, after you've spent hours 
preparing it, they can't get their attention. 
But this does not only happen at 
IBAIALDE 

IN: Of all these years, what memories 
and moments do you prefer? 
There are lots, but they are not placed in 
one time or another they are the practices I 
have done with students, especially some 
where I've seen people get hooked to trips 
... Well, in addition to other times and 
other things I like the relationship 
between teachers during breaks or the 
times we use to solve all the world's 
problems. 

IN: How would have you liked to work 
if you hadn't being doing this? 
As I told you I never thought I was going 
to study Bioolgy, that that was not for me. 
And as many people I was wrong. There 
are many times when you start something 
and then you realize that your job wasn't 
as you expected it to be. We all try to start 



in something we do well, but then the job... 
I'm really good at math, I've got a square 
mind, but possibly if I would have done 
Maths I don't know if I would have liked the 
life of a mathematician. The fact is I did 
biology and I like what I chose. I liked it then 
and I still like the research and especially the 
field work, the study of plants, bugs... but 
today is very difficult to make a living of that 
research (...) Anyway, almost every 
afternoon I still spend much time doing 
research in the field of plants, it also serves 
me as an evasion, so it's a good thing. 
IN : What is it that you most miss? 
The thing that I really miss is teaching, I like 
teaching and I like to pass on my knowledge 
and I like the contact with the students and 
being in a place where you are surrounded 
also by young people, nice... I think we are 
missing that!! 

IN: Now that you retire, what are your 
plans for the future and all the free time 
you will have? 

Well, as you will understand I haven't 
thought about it much, but I guess I will keep 
on doing similar things. I'm chaiman of a 
Gorosti natural sciences, which has 
developed many training activities for 
almost all types of peple: there are courses 
about plants, with which I will spend a lot of 
time helping peole to get to know the 
enviroment, nature... And then what if I 
would like to dedicate significant time to do 
some social work, but I still don't know, that 
is, helping other people. I've always liked 
social work, ... I may use what I know to 
help older people, children, inmigrants... 
But that's something I have to think about. 
IN: Well, now to finish, what mark would 
you give to your work at Ibaialde? 
I'm extremely satisfied and happy with my 
stay here, I have got absolutely no 
complaints about anything, I'm not sure if 
other schools would have been better or 
worse. Well to tell you the truth I hadn't 
planned to retire because I feel very well 
here and very comfortable with the students, 
with the teachers and the staff, in addition 
I'm happy with my working hours. As you 
may know I'm also responsible of 
audiovisual and informatic media, 
something that I also loke. I wouldn go if it 
was not for the uncertainty of not knowing 
what will happen in the coming years. (...) 
I'm at an age where you can have problems 
with parents, with my wife and that require 
more attention. I would have liked to 
continue (...) And about a mark? I don't 
know, maybe that is for you to decide. 
Thank you very much for having 
dedicated part of your time and for being 
with us all these years. Good luck from 
now.
